'American women were urged today by 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt to be on 
the alert for any sudden and undue 
price changes in their localities and 
to report them to NRA headquarters. 

She gave the advice at her press 
conference while a woman writer, 
from England and one from Holland 
listened attentively. 

Dame Rachel Crowder, of England. 
former head of the social section of 
the league of nations, asked many 
questions on present-day American life 
and commented: 

“I’m most awfully thrilled with this 
experiment you are trying in the 
states, in spite of my cold British 
blood. If your scheme does pull yeu 
out, it will pull a lot of us out.” 

And Madame Boni, of Holland, 
busily took notes. 

Mrs. Roosevelt also said women 
buyers could aid through keeping down 
prices by demanding less in services. 

The government, she said, should 
furnish information that would help 
the consumer buy intelligently and 
keep prices at an adequate level, re- 
turning proper profit to those en- 
gaged in marketing, and still not 
raise prices unreasonably to the econ- 
sumer. 

Laughingly, Mrs. Roosevelt added 
that “we women are sometimes aw- 
fully stupid as consumers.” 

She recalled that she herself had

Water Front Tied Up. 

Strike conditions along Havana's 
water front, which have paralyzed 
shipping for two weeks, showed no 
signs of improving, despite latest ef- 
forts to effect a settlement. 

Some small liners and freighters 
have been able to dock and to dis- 
charge passengers and cargo, but 
larger vessels have heen forced to 
pass by the harbor. The Maretania, 
carrying 800 tourists, and the Fran- 
conia, with 700 aboard, were unable 
to dock, 

In Santiago about 40 per cent of 
the organized workmen continued to 
strike. Among unions still out were 
street car men, bus men, railway 
workmen and bakers. The labor fed-

The president has declined to com- 
ment on what—if any—deeper adjust- 
ments of the monetary system may be 
necessary to provide for long term 
stability. It is known, however, tnat 
some of the experts he has consulted 
believe some sort of modification will 
be necessary to steady the price level.

LONDON, Aug. 16.—(UP)—Lat- | 
est dispatches reaching here tonight 
said at least 600 Christian Assyrians 
had been massacred in recent rebel- 
lions in northern Iraq.

In the confession, Shank said he 
was ill when the papers were taken 
from the Wooster prosecutor’s office 
during the fdrgery trial of Kenneth 
Braucher, to which they related, 
Shank said he was Braucher’s lawyer 
but another represented him during 
the trial because of his illness. He 
said he learned of the theft three or 
four days later. 

Left Ohio. 

Colley left Ohio as detectives were 
seeking him on the charge of robb 
the prosecutor’s offi He said he 
did not advise him to leave but kept 
in close communication with him aft- 
erward. 

“I was greatly worried over reports 
that reached me that I might be in- 
volved in the robbery of the prose- 
cuting attorney’s office,” he said, lead- 
ing up to his decision to speed to Hot 
Springs with the poison. 

Asked whether his plot contem- 
plated the deaths of the entire Colley 
family, Shank replied he had not given 
the matter a thought, thinking only 
of Colley. 

He arrived in Hot Springs Sunday 
afternoon, spent the night in the same 
apartment house with the Colleys, and 
on Monday they decided on a motor 
trip. They went to Malvern, then to 
Little Rock. ‘Tuesday morning they 
started back by way of Malvern. 

Determined upon carrying out his 
plot, Shank said he suggested a pic- 
nic lunch. They sought out a se 
cluded spot in the woods some dis- 
tance from the highway. There they 
spread the lunch. 

Put Poison in Cups. 

While Collev was 
farm youth to a near-by spring for 
water, Shank said he went on the 
opposite side of the car from where 
the others were and put the poison 
in each of five paper cups contain- 
ing grape juice. If the surviving 
child saw him, as the child has re- 
lated, Shank said he did not know it. 

As the Colleys drank from the pa- 
per cups, Shank said he drank from 
a coffee cup. 

Soon one of the children was 
stricken with pain, began screaming, 
and they decided to leave hurriedly 
for Malvern to get medical atten- 
tion. 

Shank said he did not seek to de- 
lay the departure and appeared as 
anxious as they to get medical aid. 

He never revealed to them that 
he had poisoned them, he said. 

Shank is married but has no chil- 
dren. He said he had practiced law 
in and near Akron for 15 years and 
had been a magistrate in suburban 
Kenmore. He attended Ohio North- 
ern College, he said. He added lie 
was in the army during the war and 
is now a captain in the Ohio of- 
ficers’ reserve corps. 

The grand jury, which will be 
asked to indict him, will meet at Ben- 
ton two weeks from next Monday, 
Prosecutor Halbert said. 

MOTHER KILLS CHILDREN 

WHILE HUSBAND IS AT WORK 

CHELSEA, Vt., Aug. 16.—(P)— 
Two children died today of poison, 
administered, authorities said, by 
their mother, who then attem ted to 
end her own life. 

The dead children were Edwin 
Fisk, 13 months old, and his sister, 
Beverly, 4.

Miss Hilda Boardman, of Chelsea, 
who has been assisting Mrs. Fisk at 
the home, found the youngest child in 
convulsions and carried him to a neigh- 
bor’s home, where Dr. O. W. Hodgon 
was summoned. 

He treated the baby for poison and 
rushed to the Fisk home, where Bev- 
erly Fisk was found near death. Both 
children died within a few minutes. 
Mrs. Fisk was found nearly uncon- 
scious on a bed in an adjoining room. 

State’s Attorney’S. Ray Keyser was 
called and later announced a partially 
burned note, believed written by Mrs. 
Fisk had been found in a stove. It 
read “Beverly got some, Junior, too, 
and also myself.” 7 

Keyser said no charges would be 
preferred pending an autopsy. Mrs. 
Fisk's husband recently obtained em- 
ployment on a farm a mile from his 
home. He was at work when the 
tragedy was discovered.

An exact estimate of the number of 
new workers was unobtainable, since 
in June only 17,952 establishments re- 
ported, listing 2,802,711 employes and 
weekly pay rolls of $50,408,132.

A VALUABLE DISCOVERY. 
In the course of the racial history of 


salamanders, certain members of the 
|group have forged ahead of others and 
have adapted themselves to a terres- 
‘trial habitat. These animals no long- 
er follow the primitive pattern of 
amphibian life history in that they do 
not return “to water for breeding, but 
deposit their eggs in moist sections of 
well-rotted logs. These salamanders 
ialso be!ong to that highly specialized 
'family of lungless salamanders, and 
‘are placed in the genus Plethodon. 
| Local species of the genus inclnde 
|Plethodon cinereus, the  red-backed 
‘salamander, and Plethodon glutinosus, 
'the slimy salamander. 

' Recently a friend brought to me a 
|jar containing the eggs of Plethodon 
'glutinosus. Mingled with fragments of 
rotten wood, these eggs (about one- 
(sixteenth of an inch in diameter) 
‘looked like small pearls. This marks 
_the discovery of the long-sought-for 
‘early stages of the life history of this 
‘species. Strangely enough, there was 
no parent animal with the eggs. Al- 
though these animals are cold-blooded, 
and no actual incubation of the eggs 
takes place, the females of Plethodon 
cinereus are ordinarily found with the 


secrets that we have sought for sev- 
eral years. 

Having placed the eggs in a con- 
stant humidity chamber we are watch- 
ing the progress of development to- 
ward hatching with great interest. The 
development of the swamp cricket frog 
occupied a lot of our time last spring, 
and two species of salamanders are 
now under observation, for on the 
basis of life history studies -progress 
is made in herpetological studies.

Cites Law in Address Before 
Annual Meeting of Grand 
Jury Association. 


P, C. MeDuffie, of the Atlanta 
bar, speaking before the Association 
of Grand Jurors of Fulton County 
at its.annual meeting, outlined the 
rights of the grand jury and urged 
the grand juries to assert these 
rights. 

Straiton Hard is president, Oscar 
Venable, treasurer, and P. A, Clark, 
clerk, of the association. 

In his address Mr. McDuffie said: 

“According to the United States 
supreme court, a grand jury may in- 
vestigate on its own motion and that 
its power is original and complete. 
Now, that is the law applied wher- 
ever the flag flies, except only ia 
Fulton county. 

“In Fulton county, by virtue of 
the order of the five judges of the 
Fulton superior court of April 12 of 
this year, a grand jury perhaps dis- 
qualifies itself to act if it wishes to 
investigate ‘non-performance. of offi- 
cial duty and misappropriation of 
county func .’ 

“The Code of Georgia declares it 
to be the right and the duty of a 
Georgia grand jury to investigate of- 
ficial misconduct and misappropria- 
tion by county officials. 

“The grand jury is not ‘an agency 
of the court,’ as recently stated by 
Judge John D. Humphries. Its title 
to office is derived from the same 
source from which the’ title to of- 
fice of all officials is derived; that 
is, from the public, whose rights and 
privileges it is the duty of the grand 


jury at all times to assert and pro- | 


Ss 

“The solicitor-general has no au- 
thority over the grand jury. 
contrary, the Jaw requires him to at- 
tend the grand jury and draw indict- 
ments when so instructed by the 


grand jury. 

“Politicians have succeeded for 
years in misleading grand jurors into 
the belief that they must not do 
anything without instructions from 
the court or the solicitor-general. 

“Grand jurors have the right and 
it is their duty to file general pre- 
sentments with the request that they 
be published in the daily papers 
whenever a majority of the members 
may deem it necessary in the public 
interest. 

“The association will render a 
great public service in indelibly im- 
pressing the foregoing fundamental 
truths upon the public consicence and 
in bringing them home in no un- 
mistakable terms to all grand jurors, 
our judges and the members of the 
board of county commissioners. They 
embody the law of the. land and are 
essential to the true and proper ad- 
ministration of justice.

TAKEN TO CAPITAL 


George To Seek Appoint- 
ment With Roosevelt for 
State Delegation. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Carry- 
ing out instructions of the Georgia 


congressional group as outlined at 
their meeting in Atlanta ‘Tuesday, 
Senator Walter F. George arrived in 
Washington today and’ ‘immediately 
made arrangements for a series of 
conferences with administration offi- 
cials regarding the state’s share of the 
federal highway fund which is being 
held up pending settlement of the con- 
troversy over the state highway de- 
partment. 

Senator George will see President 
Roosevelt in the morning in an effort 
to make an appointment later in the 
week for the entire state delegation. 
The delegation is prepared to come to 
Washington in a body to put forth 
united demands that the state’s $10,- 
000,000 share of the highway funds be 
released without further delay. 

Before going to the White House, 
Senator George said he planned to 
call on Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace and Thomas H. MacDonald, chief 
of the bureau of public roads, holding 
a preliminary conference with them 
on the status of the Georgia funds. 
He said he might alsg confer with 
Attorney-General Cummings and So- 
licitor-General Biggs, who were drawn 
into the case when the department of 


agriculture requested the department | 


of justice to write an opinion on the 
legality of the state highway board as 
presently constituted. 


Summons to Others. 


After leaving the White House to-| 


morrow the senior senator will wire 


individual members of the delegation | 


now in Georgia informing them of the 
time the president will be able to re- 
ceive them and urge their presence 
in Washington accordingly. Mr. Roose- 
velt is planning to return to his home 
at Hyde Park, N. Y., late Saturday, 
so that any appointment made with 
the Georgia group will have to come 
before then, unless the chief executive 
prefers the meeting to take place in 


New York next week. An effort will 
be made, however, to set a date for| 


either Friday or Saturday.
